Pioneer Rancher 
Dies At-Victoria 

William Hill, an old timer tn 
the Buffa'o Hills district, died” 
Wednesday in Victoria at the age 
f f 94 years. 

He was born in 1859 in Broom- 
hedge. Northern Ireland, coming 
to western South Dakota in 1883. 
H< engaged in cattle ranching un- 
tiP~1898 when, looking for better 
climate, he came to Calgary, with 
Jus family. The following summer 
he moved to Moosomin, Sask., 
where for a number of years he 
purchased stefrS during the winl- 
"ei months and grazed them along 
the Mouse River in North Dakota, 
in the summer. In 1904 he return¬ 
ed to Alberta and settled in the 
Buffalo Hills, south of Gleichen. 
He continued his ranching activ¬ 
ities on a large scale until retiring 
and moving to Long Beach, Calif., 
where he lived for a number of 
years. For the past ten years he 
has made his home in Victoria 
His wife predeceased him in 1947. 

He is survived by a daughter, 
Mrs. D. R. M Shouldice in Cal¬ 
gary and by thr?e sons, Frank in 
Long Beach, William in Vulcan, 
and Robert at Arrowwood; 12 
grandchildren and nine great¬ 
grandchildren. t
